W. J. Campbell Named to Head 
the Subcommittee. : 


‘NAMES OF HIS ASSOCIATES. 


Campaign in Several States to Be Di- 
rected from Here. 


LEAGUE MEETING TO BE LARGE. 


- New Tonk, Aug. 7.— Special. I— The Re- 
publican campaign in the West will be direct- 
ed from Chicago by the following committee, 
subject to the National Executive committee: 
W. J. Campbell of Illinois, J. N. Huston of 
Indiana, E. Rosewater of Nebraska; R. G. 
Evans of Minnesota, and H. C. Payne of Wis- 
consin. 

It had been decided at the first meeting of 
the executive committee to establish Western 

headquarters, but later the idea was given up. 
Within the last ten days the plan has been re- 
vived and the executive committee has deter- 
‘mined to operate in the western field through 
‘a corps stationed at Chicago. 

John R. Tanner, the Illinois member of the 
National committee who succeeded Mr. Camp- 
bell, has resigned, and Mr. Campbeli has 
taken his place both on the National commit- 
tee and on the Executive committee. H. C. 
Payne of Wisconsin is also a member of the 

Executive committee. The other three are 
members of the National committee. Mr. 
_ Rosewater is editor of the Omaha Bee. Mr. 
Huston is a banker at Connersville, Ind. He 
was Chairman in 1888 of the Indiana Repub- 
lican State committee. For two years he was 
United States Treasurer. Mr. Evans has 

high repute in Minnesota as a politician. 
Campbell Will Be Chairman. 

The members of the committee will meet 
the latter part of next week, probably. The 
day bas not beon fixed. Their headquarters 
will be at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
Mr. Campbell will be elected Chair- 

man. The committee will also have 

supervision over the canvass in Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and all over the West. It 
is subordinate to the Executive committee, 
but its decisions will be regarded as settling 
questions: pertaining to the West. 

The work of the Executive committee will 
be still further subdivided. William O. Brad- 
ley, the Kentucky member, will have charge 
of the Southern States. J. H. Manley and 
Samuel Fessenden will direct the canvass in 
New England. Mr. Manley will stay in Maine 
until the State election next month. He will 
ve come to this city. Mr. Fessenden will 

be at the National headquarters all the time 
after Sept.1. Mr. Clarkson, Mr. Manley, and 
Mr. Fessenden are the inner council of the 
Executive committee. 

Work to Be Further Subdivided. . 

Another important meeting of the Execu- 
tive committee will be held Friday or Satur- 
day. The compensation of officers and em- 
ployés of the National committee is to be 
figed. The Chairman will be paid a lump 
sum. It may be $15,000 or $20,000, but it is 


more likely to be $25,000. Mr. Carter will 


also be paid a good salary. Notso much as 
Senator Quay got perhaps, for itis said that 
he was paid $40,000. Secretary McComas will 
probs bly be paid $7,000 to $10,000, and other 
employs és in a descending scale proportionate 
to their work. 

Chairman Carter did not go out of town to- 
day, like most of the other politicians. Senator 
Redfield Proctor of Vermont, one of the men 

who have Mr. Harrison’s complete confidence, 
met Mr. Carter in the afternoon at the Plaza 
Hotel. They retired to Room No. 704, a 
corner seventh-floor room, and conferred for 
two hours. Senator Proctor is just from 
Washington. He departed for home tonight. 
At the Murray Hill Hotel he declined to talk 

on subject of his interview with Mr. 

Carter. 

President Harrison, it is said, will take a 

public part in the campaign, not a continuous 
part, but he will make occasional appearances, 
each to be according to the proprieties of the 
case. One plan suggested is to have him 
address deputations from commercial bodies 
and workingmen’s unions to the White House. 

Many Congressmen and Senaiors were in 
and about the city today. Most of them went 
to seaside resorts. A few were at hotels in 
the city. Senator Hausbrough of North Da- 

kota, Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota, and 

Congressmen Wever of New York and Dolli- 

ver of Iowa were at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

Will Be a Splendid Gathering. 

The convention of the National League of 
Republican Clubs promises to be a most en- 
thusistic gathering of active party workers. 
It will be held in Buffalo Sept. 1. The Re- 
publicans of the Lake City are making prep- 
arations to give their visitors a grand wel- 
come, 

Special trains will carry the delegates from 
this city and Brooklyn, and it is likely that 
speeches will be made along the rcute by pop- 
ular orators. 

Among the well-known Republicans who 
will attend the convention and be heard 
from the platform are ex-Gov. Foraker of 
Ohio, Senators Wolcott from Colorado, 
‘Judge Thurston, Nathaniel Goff of West 
Virginia, and Chris Magee of Pittsburg.

THEY SEEK THEODORE RICHARDSON. 


His Father’s Estate Tied Up on Account 
of His Disappearance. 

Garena, III., Aug. 7.—[(Special.]—In the 

o Daviess County Court

been before the various courts of law for the 
last two years, one point in dispute is in rela- 
on to the disposition of the share of his 
father’s estate belonging to Theodore Rich- 
ardson, of whom nothing has been heard for a 
8 4 *. thirty years. 

ichardson of W died in Ma 

1890, without a will, eK — 
settlement of which involves more money 
than has ever been administered upon in Jo 
Daviess County. A * amount is in litiga- 
tion and the matter is awaiting settlement in 
the Supreme Court. 

Before his residence in Illinois Mr. Richard- 
son was a citizen of Wisconsin, living just 
across the State line, on the edge of Warren. 
He was at one time United States Marshal of 
Wisconsin and held various offices of public 
trust in that State. 

During the latter years of his life he lived 
in the Town of Warren, becoming a citizen of 
illinois. A few years previous to his death he 
married a young woman morethan forty years 
his junior, and the bitter contest over the prop- 
erty, which has kept the matter before the 
public, is the result of this marriage. 

Early in 1861 Theodore Richardson left home 
on a river trip down the Mississippi, spending 
the winter in New Orleans, The fcllow:ng 
spring he started to return home by boat. 
Upon reaching Memphis the steamer was capt- 
ured by rebels, Theodore being among the 
passengers who fell into the hands of the 
enemy. He was given his choice between en- 
listing in the Rebel army or being hung. 

Accepting the former alternative he served 
in the Rebel army ten montis, was twice 
wounded in battle, and one night while on 
guard deserted, escaped to the Union lines and 
gave himself up. During his service in the 
Union army he was twice captured by the 
enemy. both times being paroled by them, 
without his identity being discovered. 

The last word received of him was a letter 
written at Corinth by a comrade, who wrote 
at his request, to convey the intelligence of 
his severe and perhaps fatal illness. His reg- 
iment had been ordered up the river. 
Whether he lived to join the regiment or died 
in the hospital at Corinth is not known. The 
boat on which the men left was blown up, and 
sixty men of the regiment are nl to ha ve 
perished. / 

After thorough but fruitless inveatigation 
Theodore was mourned as dead. The share 
of this lost heir in the estate amounts to 
$20,000, which the other heirs wish to have di- 
vided between them. The Judge refused to

HUNG HERSELF IN ATLANTIC CITY. 


Mrs. Thomas Early Commits Suicide—Ner- 
vous Prostration The Cause. a 

ATLANTIC City, N. J., Aug. 7. Mrs. Thomas 
Early, the wife of a prominent commission 
merchant, engaged in business in Chicago. 
but residing in Dubuque, la., 
mitted suicide at a late h 
in the rear yard of a 
avenue boarding-house. 
had come from the West and 
‘tty last evening. Mrs: Early was a sufferer 
from nervous prostration and had been 
brought here by her husband with the hope of 
finding relief. About 10:30 tonight they had 
retired to their room, and after seeing his wife 
safely in bed Mr. Early left * room for a 
few minutes. 

On returning he found the ie open 
and his wife missing. The alarm was given, 
and after about half an hour’s search one of 
the guests found her hanging in an outhouse. 
A towel which had been torn into strips, tied 
together and looped, formed the means of 
destruction. The body was immediately cut 
down, and though two physicians worked on 
her for a considerable time their efforts proved 
unavailing. 

The body was given in charge of a local 
undertaker and after the Coroner’s inquest to- 
morrow will be taken to Chicago by the hus- 
band. Mrs. Early, who was 42 years of age 
and leaves two small children, according to 
her husband, has been a sufferer for some 
time from nervous prostration, and though at 
times her mind seemed to wander a little she 
never before made any attempt on her life. 


NONE OF THE FAMILY IMPLICATED. 


Fall River Police Still Guarding the Bor- 
den Residence. 

Fatt Rrver, Mass., Aug. 8.—In looking 
over the Borden mansion for a possible clew 
to the double murder one place was left un- 
searched yesterday by the police, but tonight 
the officers said there was not the 


slightest danger of any change in the sur- 


roundings by leaving the matter over. To- 
night or tomorrow this perticular spot will be 
searched. Today City Marshal Hilliard said of 
the spots of blood said to have been found on 


an ax in the custody of the police last night: 


„ don’t know whether these spots were 
blood or iron rust. They were of a character 
that might be taken for either, but until the 
Boston chemists pass an opinion it would be 
folly for me to speak. 

„% At this moment I can say there is nothing 
to connect any member of the family with 
the murder. We can reach a certain point, 
but from thenceforward things will not 
match and we can’t make them.” 

The police guard has kept up around the 
house all day, and crowds of visitors have 
swarmed about the locality.

TREASURE TRAIN HAS PASSED OMAHA. 


It Reached That City Scheduled as a Wild 
Train—Only Stopped for Lunch. 
Omana, Neb., Aug. 7 7.— [Special. ]—At 6:30 a 
train of six coaches and a Pullman rushed 
into the Union Depot. It was scheduled as 
running wild. The blinds were down and 
the only sign of life was on the engine. The 
train was rushed across the bridge to the 
transfer, where engines were ¢hanged and 
lunch for forty men was hastily prepared. 
The train was loaded with $20,000,000 
from the San Francisco mint, The lunch 
was served to forty United States 
soldiers who constituted the guard of the 
treasure. No trainmen were admitted to the 
coaches while the meal was being eaten. Two 
guards with rifles stood on each platform.

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DIES IN AWFUL AGONY 


MR, INGRAHAM DRINKS CARBOLIC 


ACID FOR WHISKY. 
— 


Two Others Partake of the Fiery Fluid, 
and One, Dr. Vincent Cole, Who Made 
the Deadly Mixture, Can Hardly Re- 
cover—Terrible Hes of the Men 
When Seeking for an Antidote—Story 
Graphically Told by the One Who 
Drank Soapy Water and Was Saved. 

Clinton Ingraham, Superintendent of the 


| Chicago Horseshoe Works; at East Chicago, 


Ind., drank carbolic acid, | thinking it was 
whisky, Saturday night, died in terrible 
agony ten minutes later. r. Vincent Cole 
and Louis Brunig partook of the same fiery 
fluid; the former is dying, and the latter’s 
throat and stomach are so awfully burned 
that it will be days before organs can 
perform their normal functi 

The three men had been to a performance 
at the opera-house, and, as they did not like 
the play, Dr. Cole invited them to his office. 
They went, and some time later he asked them 
if they would like a drink of good whisky. 
They acquiesced, and the doctor poured the 
contents of two bottles into his graduate. 
The mixture was divided in three glasses and 
the men, drank it. The peculiar taste was 
commented on. Ingraham saying it tasted like 
poor whisky. The doctor femarked it was 
like poison, but when Brunig said ‘“* carbolic 
acid, Dr. Cole shouted : 

That's what it is! Drink all the water 
you can or you are dead mes.” 

Water was scarce, and ingide of a minute 
the fiery fluid began its awful work. The 
men, almost bereft of sense and practically 
without physical control, foaming at the 
mouth, staggered around and fell over fur- 
niture, Dr. Cole finally falling down from 
exhaustion. 

Ingraham’s Death Agony. 

Ingraham suffered the most. As the death 
struggle grew more intense a sickening foam 
and odor came from his mouth, his features 
became horribly distorted, and his body writh- 
ing in convulsions told of the agony he was 
suffering. Antidotes were brought, but his 
teeth were clenched, and soon a distorted, 
lifeless body lay in the corner of the room. 

Brunig fortunately drank gome soapy water, 
whith saved his life. Dr. Cole’s temporary 
triumph over the poison was due to water and 
an antidote which he was enabled to take be 
fore his jaws became set. 

Louis Bruoig told the story of his escape 
from death to a reporter for Tux Trisuns. 
He said: 

Lam foreman of the Chicago Horseshoe 
company’s works here, of which Mr. Ingra- 
ham was Superintendent. I went out to see 
Mr. Ingraham Saturday evening, and found 
him and another friend—Dr. Vincent Cole— 
at Todd’s Opera-House. The play was rather 
poor, so when Dr. Cole invited us over to his 
office in the Forsyth Block to spend the even- 
ing we went. Py 

From Two Bottles. 

„About 11 o’cleck the doctor asked us if we 
wanted a drink of good whisky. We said yes, 
and he went to his physician’s case and got a 
bottle containing some whisky. There was 
not enough to go around, so another bottle 
was brought out. The contents of both were 
poured into his graduate and from there into 
glasses, adrink of nearly two drachms in each. 
We noticed the smell of acid, but supposed it 
eaine from the doctor’s case and paid no at- 
tention to it. 

““We drank the mixture at one swallow, and 
then the trouble commenced. Ingraham said: 

That tastes like poor whisky.’ 

„Them the doctor said. 
poison,’ and I said, ‘Carbolic acid.’ 

With this the doctor jumped to his feet and 
cried: ‘That’s what it is—carbolic acid. 
Drink all the water you can or you're dead 


men.’ 
Suffered Excruciating Torture, 


„This only took a few seconds, and the acid 
began to be felt. It was just like 
red-hot irons all over my inside. 
and I felt as though my stomach was on fire. 
We ran into another room and began drink- 
ing all the water in sight. There was not 
much, and Dr. Cole ran down-stairs after some 
antidote. 

„We were left there staggering around like 
people in a crazy fit, falling down and getting 
up and tumbling over everything. The Doc- 
tor returned and gave us something to make 
us vomit, but it didn’t work. I drank a basin 
of soapy water I found in the office and saved 
my life, I am told. 

„ During these few minutes the sight was 
horrible. Dr, Cole was laid out in the corner 
of the room and Mr. Ingraham was falling 
and staggering around, foaming at the mouth 
and burningup. I felt as though flames were 
coming out of my mouth, nose, and eyes, and 
was falling down all the time. 

Fell to the Floor and Died. 

„The soapsuds braced me up a little, and I 
ran down-stairs, or fell down, and got a drink 
of water at a saloon across the street. When 
I returned Ingraham was still staggering 
around and fell down for the last time. I fell 
with him in the hall and in a few minutes, 
about ten minutes after taking the drink, he 
died, suffering and looking horribly. 

“The landiady, Mrs. Cornthwait, was with 


zhim, and tried to give him some egg and 


m iik, but couldn't force it through his clenched 


teeth. 


** As soon as Mr. Ingraham was dead I was 
taken down-stairs, put into a buggy, and hur- 
ried to Hammond to see a doctor and get one 
to send to East Chicago. There was a large 
crowd present, and when the buggy started 
@ policeman named Frank thought 
I was trying to run away and tried 
to stop us. We dragged him 
half a block, when he let go. And we hurried 
to Hammond and sent Drs. H. E. Mullen and 
P. G. Ibach to help Dr. Cole. 

I was not allowed to see the doctor or Mr. 
Ingraham after that during the night. I was 
fed on all kinds of medicines and eggs and 
milk all day.” 

Mrs. Cornthwait, landlady at the Forsythe 
block, said: 

What the Landlady Saw. 

I saw Dr. Cole, Mr. Ingraham, and Louis 
Brunig coming up to the doctor’s office. They 
were laughing and jolly and seemed to be en- 
joying themselves. Between 10 and 11 o’clock 
there was a great deal of run- 
ning up and down 
went out to see what the noise 
was about, I met Mr. Brunig ana asked him 
and he said there was nothing wrong. 

He looked pale and excited, and I - asked 15 
the doctor had fainted and he said yes. Then 
I went in to see, and to my dying day will 
never forget the sight, Thedoctor was lying 
in one corner of the room foaming at the 
mouth with a wild look inhis eyes. Mr. In- 
graham was struggling m a heap on the 
floor. He was grabbing at his neck and 
mouth and tearing his collar and tie and 
looked crazy. 

1 rushed across the street to a saloon and 
called Mr. Schlieger, the druggist. Then I 
came back and tried to help save the doctor. 

“They told me that when Mr. Ingraham 
had found out that he had taken poison he 
asked Dr. Cole what effect it would have, and 
Dr. Cole said ‘five feet of the earth.“

DEPRIVED OF HIS TRUNK AND WEALTH. 


Clever Scheme by Which a Cuban Pro- 
posed to Gather In Shekels, 

New Haven, Conn., Aug. 7.—Attorney J. 
P. Goodhart of this city has just unearthed a 
swindling scheme of gigantic proportions. 

M. Paulet, a retired business man of Mon- 
treal, received by Cuban mail June 1 a well 
written letter in French. It bore a Havana 
postmark and stated that the author, El Roy 
Basamantre, had been oharged with an un- 
portant financial negotistion in London in 
1881, but had been obliged to leave his trunk 
with a false panel in which was $1,300,000 in 
drafts upon the Bank of England in the en vi- 
rons of Montreal} 

M. Paulet was 3 to interest himself 
in the case to secure the trunks and drafts. 
He was favorably impressed and replied say- 
ing he would gladly hear the Cuban’s full 
story. 

Basamantre replied that, through a con- 
spiracy, he had been ived temporarily of 
his money in Mont 
accurate description of 
and said that after le ing Montreal he had 
been kept a prisoner Cuba for seven years 
in default of a fine of $2,650, for political 
offenses. He needed just that sum to obtain 
his freedom. Accompanying his letter was 
an official document bpntaining arecord of 
his crime. 

M. Paulet sent his alder to this city to 
consult Attorney Goodhart in relation to the 
matter, and, if advisable, to go at once to 
Cuba and procure the prisoner’s release at al- 
most any cost. Mr. Goodhart has conferred

A third letter from the Cuban correspond- 
ent confirms Mr. Goodehart’s suspicions. ‘The 
epistle states that a stay and extension of the 
proceedings for thirty days has been obtained 
by dint of great effort. 

The letters clearly show that the men behind 
the swindie were prisoners of intelligence and 
diplomacy, though the fraud is. manifest. 
Havana authorities will be placed in posses- 
sion of the facts and asked to communicate 
further with Mr. Goodhart. 


REED’S BODY GIVEN TO THE SHERIFF. 


The Coroner Views the Remains of the 
Murderer-Suicide, 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Aug. 7.—The charred re- 
mains of Martin Reed, the escaped murderer 
who, after he had been run to earth, killed 
Deputy Sherff Coyle, seriously wounded 
Chief of Police Orr, and then killed himself 
when his pursuers set fire to the building in 


which he was secreted, were brought to this | 


city this morning, where théy were viewed by 
the Coroner. It was found that he shot him- 
self through the heart instead of in the head 
as believed last night. Detectives McBride 
and Williamson, who took part 
in the hunt, swore positively 
that they recognized Reed before 
the shooting and Chief Orr also identified 
him. Upon this evidence the Coroner issued 
a burial certificate and the remains were 
taken back to Washington, where. they were 
turned over to the Sheriff. Detective Me- 
Bride will claim the $500 reward, but says he 
will turn $300 over to Orr and Williamson. It 
is thought that Williamson will give his por- 
tion to his sister, Mrs. Coyle, the widow of 
Deputy Sheriff Coyle, who was killed by Reed. 
The wound received by Chief of Police Orr is 
not dangerous, and he will be on duty again 
in a few days. 


INFANTICIDE IS NOW HINTED AT. 


The Philadelphia Bogus Baby Case At- 
tracting Much Attention, 

PMLAD ELTA, Pa., Aug. 7.—[Special.]— 
The remarkable story of the bogus baby se- 
cured by Florence Miami Blood of this city, 
of her marriage to Ezra Parkfoot of St. 
Paul, Minn., under the false representa- 
tion made to him that the 
was his own and of the subsequent 
divorce granted to the angry husband at 
Red Wing have created somewhat of a sensa- 
tion. It is now learned that after Parkfoot and 
the girl were married a baby was born to 
them. This infant mysteriously disappeared, 
and there isa question what became of it. 
Infanticide is hinted at. At the time 
Parkfoot was on bad terms with his family in 
the West and was playing a piano in a con- 
cert saloon at Lancaster, Pa, for a 
livelihood.

FOR FIRST CLAIMANTS 


DECISION RENDERED 11 IN FAVOR oF 
JUDGMENT CREDITORS, 


Judge Tuley Passes on the Bankruptey 
Case of Fay & Conkey—The Firm Was 
Not a Special but a General Partner- 
ship—Unless Set Aside the Decree is 
Worth $60,000 to the First National 
Bank— Mr. Cronkrite’s Claim Disputed 
by Mr. McNally. ¥ 

Judge Tuley, in a decision rendered Satur- 
day morning, put an end practically to a case 
which has been in the courts for the last nine 
years, and one that has attracted much atten- 
tion because of certan peculiarities, 

The case grew out of the failure of Fay & 
Conkey, wholesale grovers in Chicago, in 
January, 1883, with liabilities of $800,000 to 
$400,000. The firm confessed judgments in 
favor of its bankers and some other creditors, 
including the First National Bank of Chicago, 
for amounts aggregating $200,000, more than 


These confessed judgments were attacked 
by the unsecured creditors, and the mat- 
ter has been dragging through various 
courts until Judge Tuley entered a decision 
Saturday. The Appellate Court and the Su- 
preme Court are the only courts left in which 
an appeal can now be made. 

The story is an interesting one. In March, 
1882, the firm of Boies, Fay & Conkey was 
formed for the purpose of domg a wholesale 
grocery business, with Julius K. Graves of 
Dubuque, Ia., as a special, limited partner. 
In the fall of that year the firm was dissolved, 
Graves and Boies retiring, and leaving the 
firm gn ordinary partnership as Fay & Con- 
key. In January, 1883, some three months 
after the withdrawal, the firm became bank- 
rupt, confessing judgment as stated previous- 
ly for suus aggregating $200,000 and leaving 
creditors for $150,000 unsecured. The judg- 
ments were paid out of the funds. 

In March, 1883, Chester C. Corbin of Maésa- 
chusetts, for himself and other creditors, 
representing claims of $150,000, filed a bill in 
chancery in the State courts, attacking the 
confessions of judgment, setting up the forma- 
tion of the limited partnership, and claiming 
that the dissolution was illegal, and that un- 
der the statutes all the judgments confessed 
were void. 

In the Federal Court, 

The First National Bank filed a petition to 
remove the case to the United States Circuit 
Court, claiming that it had a separate con- 
troversy. A counter-motion was made in be- 
half of complainant, Corbin, asking for the 
remanding of the case to the State court, but 
the motion was overruled by Judge Drum- 
mond, The case was regularly tried in the 
Court, and 4a 
decree was given in favor of Corbin and 
the other creditors for large amounts, and 
against the bank, Graves, ana the other de- 
fendants. The case was appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court, and when the 
hearing was had the question of jurisdiction 
was raised by the appellants. The Supreme 
Court held the case had been improperly re- 
moved to the United States Court, and that 
the latter had no jurisdiction. It reversed the 
decree of the United States Circuit Court, and 
directed the Circuit Court to remand the case 
to the State Court. 

The remanding order of the Federal Court 
was filed in the State Circuit Court in October, 
1890. That court held the case oceupied the 
same position as when originally remanded 
to the United States Court. 7 amended 
bill was filed Be the 


the complainant, . 
and the other defendants 
as the principal cause for demurrer® that the 
alleged limited partnership of Boies, Fay & 
Conkey had never in fact been created, for the 
reason that substantial requirements of the 
statute on the subject of limited partnerships 
had not been complied with, and that the part- 
nership being for those reasons general, the 
judgment creditors were entitled to the ben- 
efit of the judgments and could not be success- 


of the firm. The demurrers were argued and 
submitted to the court in February of this 
year, and the case was taken under advise- 
ment. 

Judge Tuley announced his decision Satur- 
day morning, sustaining the demurrer and 
dismissing the bill as to the First National 
Bank. The decision practically disposes of 
the case as to all judgment creditors, unless 
the conclusion reached by Judge Tuley be 
overruled by the Appellate or Supreme 
Court, 

What It Is Worth, 

Ihe judgment confessed by Fay & Conkey 
in favor of the First National Bank, with ac- 
crued interest, amounts to $60,000. The judg- 
ment rendered in the United States Circuit 
Court, in favor of the contract creditors, 
which was set aside when the case was re- 
manded, was for $50,000 

Unless the case is reversed it leaves the 
creditors in the same position as that occupied 
before the filing of the first petition by Corbin 
in March, 1883, except for the court costs and 
attorney’s fees. The judgment as it stands 
is worth in the neighborhood of $60,000 to the 
First National Bank. 

Judge Tuley’s decision being based as it is 
on the rights of special or limited partners, is 
of especial interest as it 1s the first or one of 
the first interpretations of this law made in 
any court in the State. The statute provides 
that where there isa special partner, whose 
interest is limited to the amount invested, a 
statement shall be prepared, which must be 
sworn to by one of the general partners, 
which must give the amountof money or 
goods at actual cash value invested in the 
business. In this case the requirements of 
the law were not carried out, and he held 
therefore that the limited partnership had 
never been created, and thatthe men inter- 
ested formed a general partuership. The 
tendency of the decision might beto make 
Julius K. Graves responsible for the remain- 
ing debts of the firm, but for the fact that the 
time limit has elapsed and the accounts 
have been outlawed. 


DISAGREE AS TO THE FACTS, 


Mr. McNally and Mr, Cronkrite’s Attorney 
Make Conflicting Statements. 

Some inieresting testimony will probably 
be heard by the jury which will be called upon 
to decide whether B. F. Cronkrite et al. are 
entitled to $200,000 for commussions earned 
in endeavoring to sell Rand, McNally & Co.’s 
business. 

Andrew McNally, in an interview published 
in Tus Trrsunz yesterday, declared that the 
firm’s dealings had been with a man named 
Belvein, who was authorized to sell Rand, 
McNally & Co.’s business for $3,500,000. 
Cronkrite, Mr. McNally declared, was not 
known to the former in the matter. 

Smith of the firm of Flower, 
Smith and Musgrave, the plaintiff,s attorney, 
is inclined todispute Mr. McNally’s statements.

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SUFFERS HYDROPHOBIA ONCE A YEAR 


Strange Malady of John S. Alles of Pitts- 
burg—Bitten Fifteen Years Ago. 

Pirrssura, Pa., Aug. 7 {Special For 
the last fifteen years John S. Alles has been 
seized durmg the month of August with a 
violent attack of hydrophobia. Yesterday 
afternoon he suffered his fourteenth attack, 
and twelve strong men were insufficient to 
control him as he writhed in the — coe 
tortions produced by the malady. He was 
taken to the Homeopathic Hospital, where he 
was with great difficulty strapped to a bed. 
In a few hours the paroxysms passed away 
and the unfortunate man practically 
his senses, but in a short time the trouble re- 
turned, and Alles tonight was suffering from 
another but less violent attack. 

Alles is a member of the real-estate and in- 
surance firm of that name on Fourth avenue. 
He is 27 years of age, of medium size and 
build. Fifteen years ago this month, whife 
playing on the street, he was pounced upon 
by a big dog. Before he could escape the dog 
tore a piece out of his left leg just above the 
knee, The boy was laid up several days with 
the wound, but it healed up firally and noth- 
ing was thought of it until a year afterward to 
the day, when the little fellow became sick. 
As the day wore: on he became excitable and 
feverish but could not bear the sight of water. 
At 4 o’clock, the hour of the day when he had 
been bitten a year before, he was seized with 
a terrible spasm. 

His mother ran to the boy, but he did not 
recognize, and, to her astonishment, kicked 
and tried to bite her whenever she tried to 
hold him.

Opiates were administered and under their in- 
fluence the boy slept for many hours. When 
he awoke the trouble was gone. He was weak 
and exhausted but perfectly rational. The 
day from the moment when he was seized 
with the first attack was a blank to him and 
he could not believe the stories they told him 
of his actions, In a day or two he was as well 
as ever, 

Every year afterward, at the same time of 
the year, at the same hour, but not always the 
same day, he suffered a return of the frightful 
malady, and each time fully recovered within 
afew days. As he grew to manhood the at- 
tacks became more violent and it required 
more force to control him, but otherwise there 
was no change. He married a few years ago 
and two children were born, the eldest demg 
now 3 years old, and born just after one of 
his attacks, but they bear no evidence of the 
father’s misfortune. 


REMARKABLE CHANGE IN ITS WATERS 


The Monongahela River Changes from a 
Muddy to a Clear Stream. 

Pirrssure, Pa., Aug. 7.—[Special. ]—Capt. 
T. P. Roberts, engineer’ and chemist, has 
been making an examination of 
the waters ok the Youghiogheny 
and Monongahela Rivers. He finds 
that the water of the Monongahela has un- 
dergone a remarkable change, and isno longer 
In fact, 
that the water is as darkly blue as the waters 
of the Tagus. In addition, he finds that the 
absorption of the oxygen in the water has re- 
sulted in the strangling of a large number of 


fish. In talking of the matter today, Capt. 


Roberts said: 

Dead and dying fish in great numbers 
were to be seen in the sluggish current of the 
Monongahela River at Port Perry, ten miles. 
above this city, yesterday, and many boys and 
men were busily engaged in collecting them, 
ostensibly for cooking purposes. For several 
summers past similar facts regarding the 
wholesale destruction of the fish in the 
Youghiogheny and Monongahela Rivers have 
been observed and the cause is to be attrib- 
uted to the presence of an unusual quantity of 


iron and sulphur finding its way into the 


rivers from the coal mines and coal-washers 
located above the Youghiogheny River. 

„The appearance of the Monongahela at 
Port Perry was remarkable. Without any 
perceptible rise over the marks of the day be- 
fore, it changed early ia the morning from its 
usual slightly muddy tint to a beautiful trans- 
parent blue. So clear, indeed, was the water 
that the bottom at six feet depth was discerni- 
ble—or four feet more than the river at its 
usual clearest condition. 8

It will be remembered by the politicians 

that after Mr. Harrison's friends in the 

Turner Hall City convention in March, 1891, 

bolted to Uhlich Hall and nominated Mr. 

Harrison, the latter had no more ardent sup 

porter than Mr. Hesing, and no more effective 

advocate than the Hesings’ paper, te Staats- 

Zeitung. Both worked for Harrison, and it 

was on the strength of their earnest support 

that Mr. Harrison continued in the race. 
When it was drawing nigh unto the polling 
day Mr. Harrison began to weaken. He had 
come to the conclusion that he could not be 
elected, and that if he remained in the. race 

Hempstead Washburne would be elected. He 

consulted his friends, and desiring that a 

Democrat should be chosen suggested that if 

Mr. Cregier could be induced to withdraw 

from the contest he (Harrison) would with- 

draw also—in favor of some new man. Sev- 
eral were suggested, but not found satis- 
factory. At last Washingtun Hesing was 
agreed upon by the Harrison men. Mr. Har- 
rison said he would withdraw in favor of Mr. 
Hesing if Cregier would. Carter wrote his 


declination of the Uhlich Hall nomination 
| and placed it in the hands of Mr. Hesing. 


Negotiations were at once opened with the 
Cregier management through the medium of 
the principal proprietor of one of the Demo- 
cratic organs. Cregier himself protested with 
his usual obstinecy at first, but after some 
persuasion by the Democratic editors and 
leading members of bis party was on the 
point of yielding when tke Lake and Hyde 
Park managers interfered.

Will Be a Candidate. 


Thus assured he has consented to become a 
candidate, and, as before related, he will be 
Mr. Harrison’s most formidable competitor 
in the Democratic city convention next ae 
The Lake-Hyde Park managers are active ad- 
vocaies of Mr. Hesing now, and they kept him 
well to the front during the convention period 
here and subsequently. 

With these facts in his possession a reporter 
for Tun Trisune sought Washington Hesing 
in the Staats-Zeitung office yesterday and put 


to him the question: 

“Are you a. candidate for Mayor, Mr. 
Hesing?”’ 

Mr. Hesing thought a while and then re- 
plied: ‘“* Before aus weri question 1 
must be allowed to digress for a moment in 
order to fully explain my position, as I desire 
that there be no misunderstanding whatever 
about the same. I am a candidate subject to 
the action of the Democratic convention, by 
whose decision I will abide. If my friend 
Carter H. Harrison is nominated I will — 
cheerfully and earnestly—as I did. before 
support him. If Jam the nominee I shall 
certainly expect the same vigorous aid on his 
part for me. 

„My candidacy is not of my seeking. I 
have simply allowed the use of my name, I 
am in the strictest sense of the word in the 
hands of my friends. When in Noveinber. 
1891, I called upon Mr. Harrison to congrat- 
ulate him on the purchase of the Chicago 
Times and to welcome him to the ranks of

„% My answer has been ‘Yes,’ but I have 
added, and that is my position today and will 
be throughout this canvass, that I am not an 
officeseeker or even a politician, but a very 
busy business and professional man, who can- 
not spare one moment from his profession for 
the purpose of making political combinations, 
nor can I jeopardize the property and influ- 
enc’ of a great independent newspaper like 
the Staats-Zeitung because 1 have political 
aspirations. a 

If the citizens of this community, aided 
by the managers of the Democratic party, be- 
lieve that I can harmonize the different ele- 
ments, I will get the nomination and will ap- 
peal to all citizens for their support, promis- 
ing them to introduce business principles in 
municipal affairs. If the convention is afraid 
that I cannot harmonize these at present con- 
flicting elements, then nothing done on my 
part would aid me in obtaining the nomina- 
tion. It must come up spontaneously, un- 
sought for, unanimously, from an honest, 
free, and uncorrupted primary. I am _indif- 
ferent about the whole matter, for I feel I am 
making the sacrifice of my life in giving up 
nes personal comfort and convenience, besides 
a direct pecuniary loss. I deprecate the im- 
portance already attaching to an election 
which is to be held seven months hence, and 
which is to be preceded by a National and 
State as well as an important local contest. 
Many of my friends and advocates, owing to 
the ever varying fortunes of politics, may be 
my enemies when the contest next spring is 
at its height. I had seriously hoped that not a 
word would be said about the Mayor’s elec- 
tion until after the Presidential contest, and 
as for my part I cannot do a thing nor enter 
into any combination whatever until the pres- 
ent political situation is cleared.

But a halt must be cried; too many abuses 
have crept in, and the little property-owner is 
compelled to pay sometimes as high as 50 per 
cent more for work than if the same were done 
by private contract. In the item of lamp- 
posts and sidewalks the investigation shows 
appalling results. 

What He Would Do, 

„If I were Mayor, though elected on a 
Democratic ticket, I would not be such a par- 
tisan as to sacrifice the rights of the citizen 
to party interests. I recognize the fact that 
the party must—in the main—in the political 
end of it—control, but the taxpayer must 
never be neglected.

I recognize the rights 
of those who choose to worship their God in 
a different manner from me, I recognize the 
customs, habits, and peculiarities of a great 
majority of our 4 ge These must ail 
be protected. ile I believe im liberality I 
am opposed to all license. As Mayor I would 
be ex-officio member of the World’s Fair di- 
rectory and would always oppose all Sunday 
closing and all attempts tos forbid the sale of 
light beverages. I believe in the strict en- 
forcement of the so-called Hesing compromise 
ordinance of 1873, which no Mayor except 
Cregier, and therefore much praise 
to him, ever enforced— namely, that 
the blinds in all saloons be drawn down on 
Sunday. This ordinance has always met the 
approval of the whole liquor element. I be- 
lieve in honorable, quiet, reputable amuse- 
ments on Sunday. I am utterly opposed to 
all disreputable amusements on any day in 
the week.“

NEGROES AND ITALIANS QUARREL. 


Twenty People Injured in an Orange, N. J., 
Street Fight. : 

Oranez, N. J., Aug. 7.—A race war between 
negroes and Italians broke out here tonight, 
and one man was seriously stabbed and twenty 
others injured with clubs, brickbats, and 
stones, The trouble arose through a dispute 
betweén a negro and an Italian. The men 
began to fightin Frank Matta’s saloon, and, 
on being put out, continued the fight on the 
street. The negro was beaten, his friends 
came to his rescue, and the Italians started in 
to help their countryman. 

The row occurred on South street, which is 
half a mile long and half the houses are oc- 
cupied by Italians, the rest by negroes. Six 
hundred men and women were engaged and a 
brisk fight took place. 

Stones, bricks and other missiles flew thick 
and by the time police reserves arrived twenty 
persons h been severely injured. The 
police for some time could make no impres- 
sion on the crowd. When the combatants 
were finally separated, they quickly dispersed, 
and no arrests were made, 

Daniel Tucker, one of the negroes, was 
fuund with a bad stab wound in the neck, 
and medical attendance had to be summoned. 
A force of police is now guarding the street 
and endeavoring to prevent a recurrence of 
the trouble. f

But the 
tenacity of a woman’s memory to retain the 
trifling sums she loans her husband, and the 
expertness of her addition seem to show that 
she only lacks the opportunities of modern 
finance.

MURDERER GEORGE HUDSON Is KILLED. 


The Career of the Desperado Who Has 
Killed People in Many States. 

Jorrax, Mo., Aug. 7.—George Hudson, the 
notorious robber and murderer of Granby, 
was shot and killed last night in his saloon at 
that place while resisting arrest. The author- 
ities of Colorado had obtained a requisition 
for Hudson. to remove him to that 
State for trial on the charge of having 
murdered and robbed -an old man 
at Granite Pass. William Rubelew, a special 
messenger from Colorado, was sent to arrest 
Hudson, He, together with Carl Stout, a 
Deputy Sheriff of this place, went to Granby 
last night and attempted to make the arrest. 
Hudson was unarmed, but he grappled with 
Stout in the effort to obtain the latter’s re- 
volver. During the scuffle Rubelew shot and 
killed Hudson. Hudson was one of the worst 
desperadoes of the State. He ye 
his career of crime when a mere boy in his 
native State, Mississippi, where he killed a 
negro. He came direct to Granby, 
where he killed a German shoemaker 
and then fled to Granite Pass, Colo., where 
he murdered and robbed an old man of $1,700. 
Returning to Granby he shot and killed a 
deaf mute and afterwards killed N. O. Taylor 
and J. F. Goodykountz while resisting arrest. 
Later he killed Dr. L. G. Howard for some 
reason unknown. It has never been possible 
to secure a conviction in any of his trials. 
Hudson had intimidated the residents of 
Granby and the surrounding country. 


TRICKS OF THE OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


Best Talent of the Coast Swindlers in That 
Line. 

Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette: The opi- 
um-smuggling business, for which Puget 
Sound is notorious, is developing the best tal- 
ent of all the swindlers on the North Pacific 
coast. The sinugglers, in their plans to trick 
the custom-house officers and each other, are 
adding to the dev&ces that Yankee ingenuity 
can devise those that Chinese cunning can 
contrive. The opium is prepared for smok- 
ing in Victoria, and from there smuggled into 
the Puget Sound district by carriers through 
the dense woods, or by boats which run across 
the line under cover of the night. Not a little 
opium is brought in on the regular steamers. 

Recently the custom-house officers have 
seized a number ot trunks containing what 
were supposed to be packages of opium, but 
the tests have disclosed the fact that the 
smuggler has himself been tricked into buy- 
ing cans of sawdust and molasses, for which 
he had paid the regular price of opium. This 
method of n smuggler is just now 
very popular with the Chinese of Victoria, 
who prepare most of the opium for smoking. 

Now and then a smuggler, when closely 

ressed by the Customs Inspectors, will drop 
eng cargo overboard, and try to fish it up 
afterward, The other daya tisherman, who 
was fishing for tomcod from one of the 
wharves here, caught something very heavy on 
his line. He tugged away for five minutes, 
and finally disentangled and brought to the 
surface a package of ten fi ve-tael opium cans, 
bound together bya heavy cord. The cans 
contained the genuine drug, somewhat in- 
jured by water. | 

The biggest swindle that an opium handler 
ever has devised in that part of the country, 
has recently come to light. About a year ago 
the Halcyon, a trim, black-bodied, slender- 
sparred schooner, started out from Victoria 
for Asia, and it was whispered around that she 
had gone to get a cargo of opium. Upon her 
return, however, ber cargo was found to 
consist of ballast. The supposition then was 
that her opium had been transferred, as 


they say, at Honolulu. The truth is, however, | 
8 


that she had on board $80,000 worth of opium, 

which was concealed on Maui Island until a 

more convenient time should arrive for bring- 
it into port.

A GAMMON PLANK. 

One of the planks which figure in the plat 
form of the People’s party reads thus: | 

We demand a free ballot and a fair count in all 
elections, and pledge ourselves to secure them td 
every legal voter without Federal interference 
through the adoption by the States of the Aus- 
tralian or secret ballot system. 
This is a bid for the support of the colored 
men both North and South, and of those who 
think the suppression of the colored vote in 


no one is simple enough to be caught by such 
a palpable trap. How will the Australian 
ballot system aid the black man in South 
Carolina or Louisiana? Will it enable him to 
go to the polls unseen by the Confederate 
gentlemen who are lounging around with 
shotguns? Will it compel the white judge of 
elections to register him, and tlen to hand 
him a ballot, take it from him when marked, 
put it in the box and count it? The Australian 
system is to enable men to vote so that their 
preferences shall not be known. But there 
can be no secret ballot for the colored 
man, for all know in advance how he will 
vote. As the whites of Mississippi and South 
Carolina know perfectly what the colored men 
would do with their votes for Congress or 
President if allowed to cast them, they issue a 
general order that they shall not be allowed 
to go near the polls. That order would not 
be rescinded by the passage of an Australian 
ballot law. The Ethiopian would have to 
change his skin to be benefited by it. 

There is but one way in which the free bal- 
lot and the fair count can be secured at mu- 
nicipal, State, and Presidential elections im 
the cotton States, and that is tor the whites to 
let the blacks vote. That cannot be brought 
about by the Australian law. No law forbids 
their voting now on certain conditions. A 


law stating expressly that they ought to vote 


would be worthless, solong as the whites were 
determined it should beenforced. There are two 
ways in which a free ballot anda fair count 
can be secured for Congressional elections in 
the cotton States. One of them is by the 
whites letting the biacks vote at Federal 
elections. There is no likelihood of that hap- 
pening for some time tocome. The other is 
by Federal interference.“ The People’s 
party says it is opposed to that. Hence those 
Northern colored men who may be fooled into 
voting for the candidates of the People’s par- 
ty in the expectation that it will do something 
for their Southern brethren will take 1 
pigs to a poor market. 


CUBANS WANT INDEPENDENCE OR AN- 
NEXATION. | 

A dispatch from Havana states that there is 
a strong and growing feeling in Cuba in favor 
of annexation to the United States, that step 
being regarded as the only one which promises 
escape from present troubles, financial and 
political. No doubt this is true, that a great 
many Cubans would be glad to sever their re- 
lations with Spain, either by annexation to 
the United States or forming an independent 
government. There is an intense longing for 
escape from the clutches of Spain, and it is a 
legitimate consequence of the way in which 
Spain has oppressed Cuba ever since it first 
took possession. It has milked the island 
dry, treated it like a lemon to be squeezed to 
the uttermost. Whatever the Cubans could 
gain, by agriculture or otherwise, has been 
immediately taken away from them in the 
shape of taxes and excises. The island is 
practically handed over to a swarm of Spanish 
soldiers and civil officials, who have plundered 
the natives on their own account as well as on 
behalf of the European government. The 
unhappy people of that island are practically 
as badly off as any that are under the rule of 
the Turk. Their property has been absorbed 
by persistent taxation, so that they are all the 
time poor, and with no hope of becoming 
otherwise so long as they remain under te 
iron heel of the despot. 

These conditions have had a discouraging 
effect on the investment of foreign capital 
for the making of improvements. The whole 
island, with over a million and a half of pop- 
ulation and 44,000 square miles, contained 
less than eleven hundred miles of railroad at 
the close of 1890, while Iowa, with the same 
population, has nearly 10,000 miles of railway. 
English and American capital is equally slow 
to invest in sugar plantations and processes, 
or in any other line of internal development. 
The reciprocity: legislation by our latest Con- 
gress forced Spain to take off the crushing 
duties it had formerly imposed on some Amer- 
icah products and reduce those on others. In 
return Cuba obtained with us a much more 
extensive market for its sugar and molasses 
and increased its purchases, getting our flour 
ad many other things far more cheaply than 
before. But finding itself unable to make the 
former exactions through the custom- 3 
the Spanish Government made heavy 
tions to the interior taxes on land and o 
property, aiming to get all, aspreviously. If 
policy is that of the hawk that robs the sea- 
gull of the fish it has just taken up from the 
water and that by which the English Kings at 
the olden time extorted money from the Jews.

COLUMBUS DAY. 

Several weeks ago Tus Trisunz stated 
reasons why the date of our forthcommg 
national holiday should be changed from 
Oct. 12 to Oct. 21, and urged thatthe change 
be made by Congress. The recent proélama- 
tion by President Harrison fixing the 21st as 
the date has stimulated numerous inquiries in 
regard to it by persons who did not notice the 
explanation previously given in this and other 
journals. Now they want to know.“ 

The New World was discovered by Colum- 
bus Oct. 12, 1492, the reckoning being by the 
Julian calendar, which was the one then in 
use. That calendar allows twenty-five leap 
years for every century, while the true allow. 


| ance would be about twenty-four and a quarter, 
}\ the tropical year being eleven minutes eleven 
/ seconds less than 36514 days. 


This difference 
is allowed for by the Gregorian calendar, 
adopted in 1582 in the Catholic countries of 
Europe, which drops out three leap years in 
every four centuries, for which reason 1700, 
1800, and 1900 are common years of 365 days, 
while 1600 and 2000 are leap years. When the 
change was made by order of Pope Gregory 
XIIL ten days were dropped from the count 
by reckoning as Oct. 15 the day next succeed- 
ing Oct 4, 1582. This was done for 
the purpose of bringing the vernal equinox 
round to the same date as that 
on which it fell in A. D. 325, the year in 
which was held the celebrated Council of 
Nice. One of those ten days of error had ac- 
cumulated by counting 1500 as a leap year, so 
that there was literally a dropping out of nine 
days between the Julian and Gregorian dates 
for the discovery of America by Columbus. 
That is to say: Oct. 21, 1892, according to 
the reckoning now in use, the sun will be at 
the same distance from the vernal equinox as 


it was Oct. 12, 1492, by the Julian reckon- 


ing, which was in use at the date of the dis- 
covery and for many years afterwards. The 
distance is nut precisely the same, but the 
error is a small one, the Gregorian count 
being true to within about one day after the 
lapse of 3,000 years. 

For the same reason the four hundredth an- 
niversary of the departure of Columbus from 
Palos, on his voyage of discovery. will not oc- 
our till Friday of next week, because Aug. 3, 
1492, of the Julian count, preceded Aug. 12, 
1892, of the Gregorian count, by precisely four 
tropical centuries. It may seém strange that 
these facts need to be explained, since the an- 
niversary of Washington’s birthday was long 
since changed from Feb. 11 to Feb. 22, the 
difference’ of eleven days bemg due to the 
circumstance that the change from the Julian 


to the Gregorian reckoning was not made in 


| 
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It is not quite clear that e e eee 
gained by making the substitution described. 
The object was simply to restore the saints’ 
days of the Catholic calendar to the same po- 
sitions with respect to the equinoxes that they 
held when Christianity became the State re- 
ligion of the Roman Empire. The advantage 
is so small in this practical age that it has 
been seriously proposed by some scientific 
men to go back to the use of the Julian calen- 
dar and make 1900 a leap year instead of the 
commom year it is required to be by the 
Gregorian reckoning, But whatever may be 
thought of the advisability of the change made 
by Pope Gregory XIII., it is an established 
fact, and the Aiden allowed for by him 
should not be lost sight of by those who wish 
to connect the old with the new by suitable 
anniversary commemorations. The length of 
the year is a quantity now pretty closely as- 
certained, in which respect we have materially 
advanced from the knowledge of fifteen and a 
half centuries ago, ana if we want to observe 
anniversaries at all we should observe them 
correctly as to date, in the light of the best 
scientific information which chronology has 
gained during the last few hundred years. 


THE WORLD'S FAIR FRIENDS OWE 
CLEVELAND NOTHING, 

About two weeks ago, when it became ap- 
parent that the hostility of a majority of the 
Democrats to the Senate amendment would 
not cease, Mr. W. T. Baker, President of the 
Board of Directors, himself q strong free 
trade Democrat, took a step which he believed 
would spike the enemy’s guns.

REPLY. 

Tre TRIBUNE will answer Mr. Leonard, premis- 
ing, however, that the article to which he refers 
was copied from the New York Sun, with nothing 
to show that this paper either approved or disap- 
proved of its sentiments. Papers copy articles 
with which they disagree as well as those with 
which they agree. 

1. Tae Tammo did not say that anything 
should or should not be done.

If ali the 
owners of coal land were to set to work to develop 
their coal-mine property the price would drop so 
low that. if a miner were given all the coal he 
could mine he would not be able to sell it for 
enough to keep him alive. 

2. The “ inherent right to labor referred to by 
the Sun is the right of a man to hire out to whom- 
soever he pleases, for whatsoever wages he 
pleases. On that peg Mr. Leonard wishes to hang 
a Henry George dissertation. Tun Tripunsz has 
often answered in detail the fads and fallacies of 
that individual. It is sufficient to say briefly that 
the man’s “inherent right to labor can be 
reconciled with the greatest ease with the prin- 
ciple of private ownersbip in land. Whoever has 
any doubts on the subject need but look about 
him.

French creditors. To this Minister Errazuriz 
objected. He has told the Charge d’Affaires 
that the money must be distributed among all 
the creditors, but that Chile will extend to the 
corporation, for a term of ten years, the right 
to work the guano deposits on the Lobos 
Islands and that it shall receive the pro rata 
share of the money according to the last pro- 
tocol.

The ques- 
tion of vos the amount agreed upon in the 
settlement of the Baltimore affair has not yet 
been brought before Congress, owing to the 
difficulty in securing a quorum on account of 
the epidemic of influenza. 

The memorial containing the charges 
against Balmaceda’s ministry were presented 
to the Senate Friday and discussed Saturday.

The political events of Balmaceda’s adminis- 
tion are recited at length. They are followed 
by legal and philosophical arguments in re- 
gard to the constitutional rights of the 
country. Among the charges against the 
ministers are that they prevented public meet- 
ings, suppresecd the liberty of speech, 
ordered the search of houses by force, extort- 
ed money by violence, destroyed valuable in- 
dustrial property, violated correspondence, 
organ} bands of spies for unlawful pur- 
poses, imprisoned citizens, many of whom 
were tortured; laid hold of the public treas- 
ury, and wasted 80,000,000 pesos. Further 
charges are that they raised a large army by 
violent means, suppressed the courts of jus- 
tice, treated the rights of Congress with con- 
tempt, caused the loss of 100,000 Chileans on 
the battlefield, and shot down men without 
legalform. The document is said to be a 
masterpiece of constitutional jurisprudence, 
and is highly praised. The Senate has not 
yet fixed a day for a decision on the charges.

NEW CHOLERA CASES IN RUSSIA, 


All Who Have Studied Medicine Are 
Called Into Service. 

Sr. Perzxssure, Aug. 7.—The cholera re- 
turns for all Russia for Aug. 3 and 4 show a 
total of 6,741 new cases and 3.496 deaths. A 
circular issued by the Ministry of the Interior 
calls upon all Russians, male or female, who 
have studied medicine abroad, to place them- 
selves at the disposal of the authoritis to com- 
bat cholera. 

Loxbpox, Aug. 7.—The Standard’s corre- 
spondent at St. Petersburg says that the au- 
thorities of Nijni Novgorod issue boiled water 
to the people on account of the prevalence of 
cholera, and mix 10 per cent of wine with the 
water in order to induce them to drink it. In 
Moscow nine new cases of cholera 
and five deaths were reported 
Friday and ten new cases and seven 
deaths Saturday. The Governor of Moscow 
has issued a proclamation ordering precau- 
tions to be taken to prevent an epidemic of 
cholera and fixing severe penalties for non- 
complignce with the regulations. The Gov- 
ernment of Spain has renewed precautions on 
the northern frontier to prevent the introduc- 
tion of cholera from France. | 

Loxpox, Aug. 8.--A dispatch to the Times 
from Teheran says that cholera of a mild form 
is spreading in Tabriz, the official accounts 
reporting twenty deaths daily. The Armen- 
ians and Europeans have fled the town. The 
mortality from cholera in the Jewish quarters 
of Teheran is fifteen to thirty daily.

TO EQUALIZE MONETARY SYSTEMS. 


Prof. Soetbeer Has Propounded a Scheme 
for the Purpose, 

Prof. Soetbeer, the well-known German 
economist, has propounded for the considera- 
tion of the International Monetary conference 
a scheme by which he thinks the monetary 
systems of the world would be harmonized. 
He suggests that the conference agree that no 
gold coin containing less than 2.8065 grams 
of fine gold be allowed to be coined or circu- 
lated in the contracting countries; that 
silver be coined in the ro- 
portion of 20 value units of silver 


to one of gold; that silver be legal tender u 


to $20, and that silver coins ow the fix 
standard of purity be withdrawn from circula- 
tion. This suggestion will hardly meet the 
views of the silver men, who will contend that 
the rutio proposed is greater than it shouid 
be. It will certainly not suit the silver men 
in the United States, who will contend that 
silver ought to be rated higher. Prof. Soet- 
beer, it appears, thinks that opposition may 
be encountered nearer home, which 1s the way 
we account for the remark attributed to him 
in a cabled report that everything depends on 
the attitude of Great Britain.

rivate secretary who possesses a seat in the 

pper House of Parliament. Indeed, there is 
scarcely asingle peer taking an active part 
in politics who has not learnt the ropes of 
public life in the position of a private secre- 
tary; and whenever a young man of family is 
destined by his relatives for a political career 
he is usually attached to the person of some 
statesman or administrator as assistant pri- 
vate secretary. 

The best known, and, to my mind, the 
most ee of all private sec ies, is Sir 
Francis Knollys, who has been with the 
of Wales for more than a quarter of a cent- 
ury. The very personification of discretion, 
loyalty, and disinte ness, he is untiring 
in his devotion to his royal master, and his one 
object in life seems to be to spare 
the Prince all worry, annoyance, and 
anxiety, and to shield him from harm. His 
sentiments toward the Prince are due not 
alone to the feelings of affection which the 
British nots e mone = all his en- 
tourage, but a gratitude. For many years 
the controllership of the Prince’s ho 
was in the hands of the late Gen. Sir William 
Knollys. Thelatter, although a most gallant 
soldier and the very soul of honor, was but a 
poor administrator, and so loose was the 
surveillance which he exercised 
the various branches of the royal establish- 
ment that one of the chief clerks of the 
tinancial department was enabled to embezzle 
an enormous sum before bem discovered. 
Although the losses sustained by the Prince 
in the matter amounted to nearly half a 
million dollars, neither old Sir William nor 
his son Francis, nor yet his daughter, who is 
the favorite lady in waiting of the Princess, 
ever heard asingle word of complaint, censure, 
or protest from the royal couple. If any- 
thing, the latter were even more gracious and 
more affectionate in their attitude toward the 
three Knollys, who formed part of their house- 
hold, than ever before. Sir William immedi- 
— resigned, but only to be invested with 
the lucrative sinecure of Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the House of Lords, which the Prince pro- 
eured for him. Sir Francis, a man of er- 
quisite tact and refinement, has been able to 
appreciate to its fullest extent the deli- 
cane sae consideration of his royal master 
in the matter and manifests in return a devo- 
tion to the Prince which can only be likened 
to that of some faithful and intelligent collie, 
The Prince trusts him blindly and implicitly 
and has no secrets from him, and the result is 
that Sir Francis is able to fulfill the duties of 
a private secretary in an absolutely ideal 
manner, constituting the memory and some- 
times, too, the conscience of his royal chief, 

Another conspicuous and influential private 
secretary is Gen. Sir Henry Ponsonby who has 
charge of the privy purse and of corre- 
spondence of Queen Victoria. Few persons 
outside the immediate court circle are aware 
of the extent of his influence, which is exercised 
in the most unobtrusive pice diecreet manner.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Aug. 7.—[Special.J— 
Secretary Elkins is anxious to make a more 
equal distribution of the forces under the re- 
spective commands. If he follows the advice 
of Gen. Schofield, as he usually does in mat- 
ters of army organization, the effect wiil be to 
restore the division commands, or at least two 
of them, so as to give Maj.-Gens. Howard and 
Miles the important duties they had before. 
Gen. Schofield has always considered division 
organization essential in time of war, and 
argues that the system should be the saine in 
times of peace if efficient service is to 
be expected. Even those who advocated 
the abolition of division commands are not 
pleased with the manner in which the depart- 
ment commands were arran As it ig now, 
some of the junior Brigadier-Generals have 


larger forces than are commanded by the two 


Major-Generals: Whether the divisions are 
restored or not, there will undoubtedly soon 
be a more equal distribution of the military 
forces under the different commands. It is 
probable too that there will be some changes 
in departmental headquarters. Changes in

that a revolution. The political situation is 
vastly improved. Gen. da Fonseca, you know, 
made great mistakes regarding banking and 
other financial matters. I am a friend of the 
General’s, but still I say he made mistakes. 
In addition to that our people had spent vast 
sums of money in foreign @ountries for ma- 
chinery with which to work their agricultural 
products. The result was that all our gold 
was sent from the country, and exchange was 
very low. Another thmg tended to bring 
about that result. Foreign capitalists seemed 
to have great confidence in the old Emperor, 
Dom Pedro, and capital was freely invested 
in Brazil. Three years ago exchange was at 
27 pence, English money, but the revolution 
scared British capital, and it was withdrawn 
as far as possible. The revolution was so sud- 
den that capitalists seemed to think that any- 
thing might happen in Brazil. Last Novem- 
ber, therefore, exchange was very low. Since 
Gen. Floriano Peixoto took the reins of gov- 
ernment confidence has gradually increased, 
but our gold is all in foreign countries and ex- 
change is not now above 10 pence. Capitalists 
are regaitiing confidence and more money is 
being invested in Brazil. Baron Rothschild, 
the great British banker, for instance, has 
great confidence in Brazil and is now invest- 
ing large sums there. 

‘a curious feature of the bad state of the 
money market isthat it bids fair to bring 
about our financial salvation. The low ex- 
change is the greatest protection Brazil could 
have, far more effective than your protective 
tariff. It raises prices on foreign products so 
high that we cannot buy; therefore little, if 
any, money is leaving country. In addi- 
tion to that this year’s crop of coffee. sugar, 
and other products, which we export largely, 
will be enormous. n we will be ready 
to export and money will be coming in in 
streams, our exchange will increase, con- 
fidence will be resto foreign capital will 
be invested, and Brasil will be all right again.

GLADSTONE SEEKS FREEDOM FROM 
OFFICESEEKERS. 


After Seconding Speaker Peel’s Re-election 
He Retires to a Country House for Rest 
Good Health Shown by a Vigorous 
Speech—Some Hopes of a Division Today 
—Labouchere Has Damagéd His Chances 
of Securing Omce—Justin McCarthy Will 
Lead the Nationalists. 


[New York Tribune Cable.) 

Lonpor, Aug. 6.—Mr. Gladstone was able 
to put in an appearance when the new Parlia- 
ment met Thursday and seconded the reélec- 
tion of the Speaker. His friendship with Mr. 
Peel is hereditary. It dated, as he took oc- 
casion to observe, from the middle of one life 
and from an early period in the other. There 
was, a fortnight ago, a rumor that Mr. Glad- 
stone intended to oppose the reélection of Mr. 
Peel, on the ground that he is not sound on 
the home rule question. When it became clear 
that this story was not even well invented. a 
Conservative newspaper announced that Mr. 
Gladstone had thought better of it. The well 
known fact is that Mr. Gladstone discovered 
Mr. Peel, selecting him from a subordinate 
position to fill the chair, and thereby estab- 
lishing a fresh claim on the gratitude of the 
House. Mr. Peel, elected now for the fourth 
time, has certainly been the most successful 
Speaker of modern times. 

A day or two before the session opened Mr. 
Gladstone caught cold and was placed on the 
sick list. His personal appearance in the 
House Thursday, the vigor of his speech, and 
his bounding energy indicated complete re- 
covery. He ia judiciously promptin dealing 
with anything in the way of a chill. 

ke,“ he smilingly says, to take a cold 
by the forelock.“ Mrs. Gladstone is, on 
these occasions, his peremptory nurse, who 
packs hin off to bed, where he remains till the 
danger is passed. Immediately after the ad- 
journment of the House Thursday hs drove 
off to a country house, some way out of town, 
and there remains in seclusion tili Monday. 

To Avoid ‘Im portunities.

He does not turn out to be anything like so 
black as the Premier painted bim, his color 
differing little fron: that of the average Eng- 
lishman. 


More Talk of Estrangements. 


Rumors are current of an estrangement be- 
tween Mr. Gladstone and Sir Vernon Har- 
court, and of resentment on the part of Mr. 
Gladstone toward Mr. Labouchere. The first 
is based on stories about Sir Vernon Harcourt 
attempting to oust his chief, landing him in 
the House of Lords, while he looked after af. 
fairs in the Commons. 

It is quite true that Sir Veroon Harcourt 
took up his residence in town promptly on 
the conclusion of the election placing Liberals 
in power, and also that he had an interview 
at a private house with various members of 
the advanced wing of the party, but the story 
is merely one of the spiteful inventions con- 
stantly floated in disparagement of Sir Ver- 
non Harcourt. He bas been one of Mr. 
Gladstone’s most powerful assistants during 
the long contest in opposition and remains 
his loyal lieutenant. 

There is more foundation in the story about 
Mr. Labouchere. That astute politician has 
openly declared in favor of postponing home 
rule until certain planks in the British radical 

latform are nailed down. Mr. Gladstone is 

urious at the suggestion, it is said. But this 
is evidently a mere rumor. The line taken by 
Mr. Labouchere has imperiled his chances of 
having office offered him. 


In His Old Seat. 


Sir Charles Dilke has quietly taken his place 
in the Commons. He has selected a seat be- 
low the gangway corresponding with that he 
occupied before he came into his -baronetcy 
and had made his mark in politics.

| HE FEARS ITS EFFECT. 


KAISER WILLIAM’S NEW MILI- | 


TARY BILL COMPLETED, 


It Will Certainly Cause Stormy Discussion, 
and the Government Is Perplexed Over 
the Question of Introduction—Walder- 
see Finds Himself in an Embarrassing 
Situation—Mriquel’s Star in the Ascend- 
ant—Berlin Women Organize an Asso- 
ciation to Control Recreant Husbands.

Berti, Aug. 7.—The new military bill has 
been.completed and lies in the Emperor’s 
cabinet awaiting his approval and signature. 
The bill probably. like its still-born predeces- 
sor, is of the kind to provoke stormy discus- 
sion in Parliament and the government is 
perplexed as to the expediency of introducing 
it this fall, next January, or in the fall of 1893. 
Those. chronic croakers, the Independents, 
and the irrepressible Social-Democrats are 
certain to talk themselves hoarse in and out 
of the Reichstag in proving that the bill means 
crisis and disaster, and the government fears 
the results of another pitched battle of the 
parties so soon after the school bill agitation. 

The proposals in the bill as far as they can 
be ascertained are not extravagant. One is 
the introduction of the two-year term of mili- 
tary service, an issue on which many able 
officers have fallen out of imperial favor and 
which the Crown has been tardy in accepting, 
despite the loud popular demand for a re- 
duction of the present three-year term. To 
offset the effect of the proposed reduction the 
annual recruiting will be so regulated as to 
add 50,000 more men to the standing army. 

Numerous skeleton formations which can 
be quickly completed for the mobilization 
will also be proposed, Fifty new batteries 
will be one of the requirements of the artillery 
it is said, under the new plan. These changes 
will add 63,000,000 marks annually to the 
military, but this estimate probably isa few 
millions too low. 

Just how the government expects to meet 
the increase of expenditures is not yet plain. 
There is some talk of raising the tariff on to- 


_ bacco, or of introducing the old Bismarckian 


proposal of a whisky monopoly. 

Both devices, however, would bring the gov- 
ernment into bad odor with the common 
people, and probably some other way out of 
the financial difficulty will be found. The 
government is embarrassed in its action by 
the prospect of the general elections of 1893, 
and therefore must proceed with extreme cau- 
tion. 

All Like the New Bill. 

The Emperor, Count von Caprivi, and the 
general staff are enamored of the bill. They 
believe that the proposed ineréase of the stand- 
ing army is imperative, especially that in the 
artillery, which has not kept pace with the 
French artillery in the military development 
of the last ten years. The fate of the dill in 
the Reichstag depends upon the Clericals. 

The Clericals as usual are awake to the situ- 
ation, and although currying favor with · the 
government by abusing Bismarck, occasional- 
ly sound a note of warning to Caprivi that 
they are not to be had for the asking, but 
must be paid well for their support. 

Thus the Koelnische Volks Zeitung in an ar- 
ticle full of flattery to the Crown and bitter- 
ness toward Bismarck, lets fall the signifi- 
cant remark of Windthorst that only Bu- 
marck would be strong enough as Chancellor 
to secure the repeal of the law against the 
Jesuits and restore to Catholics all the privi- 
leges enjoyed by them before the Kultur-

Waldersee in a Bad Position. 

Count von Waldersee has returned from his 
holidays in Switzerland and is inspecting the 
great military railway in Westphalia. Prob- 
ably he will be summoned to Berlin to give 
an account of his recent behavior when the 
Emperor shall return from Eng 

Waldersee is in an unenviable position 
despite his recent avowals that he is a —— 
soldier with no notion of intriguing with Bis- 
marek or anybody else. He dreads his inter- 
view with the Emperor, as he expects to be 
rapped over the knuckles for his discreditable 
course during the Bismarck feud. 

Should he escape reproof, and perhaps re- 
tirement, it will be only because the Emperor 
wishes to avoid more crises, of which there 
has been a glut in Germany recently with the 
end not yet in view. . 

Diplomatic illness unto death is in fact 
spreading like a cholera epidemics. Herr Von 
Boetticher, Bismarck’s unstable friend and 
latent Chancellor, is one of the last victims. 
Overwork in his place at the head of the Home 
Rule Office is said to have moved him to seek 
relief from his duties. 

Herr Vou Herrfurth has been unwell ever 
since he began opposi Miquel’s plank of 
tax reform in Prussia. 1elen, Minister of 
Pubhe Highways, is said to be anxious about 
his health and tobe on the point of relinquish- 
ing his office to some new man. In fact the 
machinery of state in this city has been seri- 
ously crippled by the peculiar indisposition of 
the men who operate it. 

The officials in every department are di- 
vided in three or four opposing parties, and 
nowhere does there seem to be the least cer- 
tainty who will be taken and who will de left. 
Decisive action will be taken first in the case 
of Herr von Herrfurth. His resignation will 
be considered by the Emperor this week, and 
probably will be accepted. 

Miquel the Coming Man, 

The only general conclusion to be drawn 
from this chaotic state of affairs seems to be 
that Miquel is rising iv favor, with Eulenburg 
close at his heels. One thmg is accepted by 
all as indisputable—Herrfurth would be a well 
man today had he not tried to discredit with 
the Emperor the plans of Miquel for tax re- 


form. 

The official and unofficial press of Berlin 
are agreed in the opinion that the Emperor at 
Cowes is uniting politics and yachting, and is 
in his favorite role, that of being his own 
Chancellor. He 1s supposed to be pumping 
the Queen and Lord isbury as to prob- 
able attitude of Mr, Gladstone toward the 
Triple Alliance. ; 

, he present course of erents in Bulgaria has 
rendered the Emperor especially nervous 
about the designs of Russia and he is known 
to suspect Gladstone of the intention of with- 
drawing from Italy the moral support which 
has been of inestimable political value to the 
peace powers. 

The renewed advances of Russia toward ne- 
gotiating a commercial treaty with Germany 
are regarfied with coolness by the Berlin press. 
Their only aim is thought to be the eventual 
placing of a Russian loan in Berlin. 

France, while full of sympathy and enthu- 
siasm for its one ally, has no money to lena 
the impecunious Emperor. Austria and Italy 
are out of the question, for financial as well as 
political reasons, and England is not consid- 
ered by the Russian financiers as a profitable 

source of aid. Only the absolute necessity, 


| thus indicated, of getting money in Berlin or 


not at all, has driven Russia to the extremity 
where itis willing to make concessions to its 
hated neighbor. 

The bait is too thin, however, and the press 
here, after exposing the hook, warns German 
bankers that Russia, poor, famine-stricken, 
and scourged with cholera, is the only_power 
that will not break the peace of Europe, 
adding that every ruble lent to Czar 
Russian attack on Germany.
